TifB South African gold fields are said 

to be yielding largely. The area over 
which pros|)eetiiig has iieeii done is cal- 
culated at over 1,500 sipiare miles, but 
there are thousands of miles more which 
are held by the Boers, who will not 
allow anyone to go uiion their land in 
search of gold. This .Afi-ienn gold coun- 
try is not mountainous. It resembles u 
rolling prairie more than anything else. 
The mines are ooiiiparatively easy of 
access, and the climate is delightful. 
'L'here ia a railroad from Cape Town to 
Kiinberly, 647 miles, and then there are 
:ilKJ miles more of staging, which is de- 
scribed as by no means ilillicult. Towns 
have sprung up in the diggings cnntain- 
ing from ten lo twenty thousaii,! iiiluihi- 
laiits. There is a shorter route to the 
gold lieWs by way of Natiil. It is al.so part 
rail and part wagon. Much of the ma- 
cliinei-y used at the African gold mines 
for crushing the ore is maiuifaetiired in 
tho Liiiited .Slates, it being acknowl- 

Igi'd thill the best iiiaehiiieiy for yold 
mining is made in tliat country, 
and the .South African miiu^rs are not 
burdened and discouraged by u liein y 

Inly on mining machinery. Those 
miners are permitted to get their nia- 

hiiK.ry where it is to be had best and 

heapeat.
